Hard figtidng has Ijeen ,resvuned in 
the vicinity of Dead Man's hill on 
the Verduli front; tlie Germans mak- 
ing another attempt to dislodge the 
French positions on the slope of the 
hill, the capture'of which on May 10 
was reported by the Paris war ofSce.

A semi-official dispatch from Berlir- 
reports the sinking in the Adriatic 
by a hostile submarine of the Aus- 
trian steamer Dubrovnik, of 4,238 
tons. 
The vessel is characterized .in 
the dispatch a "passenger steamer" 
and it is declared she was not armed 
and was sunk without warning. 


The dispatch does not state that 
any passengers were on board at the 
time of the torpedoing and it seems 
poossible that she was in the govem- 
meent servi<je, as so far as known 
no Austrian , steamers have been en- 
gaged in 
passenger traffic on the 
Adriatic or elsewhere since the early 
days of the war.

Washington, May 12.—The story of 
railroad domination, consolidation, up- 
building, and the part taken by rail- 
roads in politics as the invisible govern- 
ment of four states has been laid before 
the interstate commerce commission ih 
the testimony of one of the veterans oi" 
this line of financial and political ac- 
tivity—a man who for fifty years has 
been at the head of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, its president, Milton 
A. Smith, aged 82. 


I t ^«was this 
President 
Smith ' who 
made that famous comment as to what 
is a reasonable rate and what the pub- 
lic could do if it didn't like t h e raté. 
I n . 
December, 
1897, 
Commissioner 
Prouty, 
asked Mr. Smith: 
"If you 
make the rate unreasonably high, what 
remedy has a member of the public who 
desires to travel 
from one point to 
another?" 
Mr. Smith answered: 
"He 
can walk." 


"Can't he hire a horse and ride?" 
asked 
the commissioner. 
"Yes," said 
Mr. Smith, "he can hire a horse if he 
doesn't want to walk." 


In 
explaining 
this 
statement 
Mr. 
Smith told the commission during this 
present 
hearing 
that 
these 
remarks 
were "entirely 
informal," and added: 
"Although I had been placed under oath, 
and, so far as I was concerned, was 
perfectly frank and free, such remarks 
as I made were not intended for publi- 
cation and t h f v were unfairly and with- 
out my knowledge made a part of the 
public record. * * 
I requested the 
privilege of being allowed to correct 
the 
transcript 
of my testimony', but 
the corrected copy was not used in the 
public 
record." 


In the present inquiry the commission- 
has been trying to have President Smith 
tell about 
moneys spent for political 
purposes. 
President Smith has refused. 
"b_y advice of counsel,"' to answer these 
questions and the commission has ap- 
plied to the supreme court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and the case will go 
finally to the supreme court of the U. S. 
for a ruling as to whether this infor- 
mation shall be given. 


On 
some 
subjects 
President 
Smith 
was frank and talkative. 
He admitted 
to the commission that his railroad .sys- 
tem had loaned $438,000 to the state of 
Alabama, because the state was with- 
out funds and. in the. absence of help 
fro?n the railroad, would have had to 
call a session of the legislature to raise 
monev to meet its warrants. 


"We did not lend the money directly 
to the state,'" said the witness. "AVc 
loaned .$249.000 iii 1012 aiui about the 
same amount in IHI.S to the First Xa- 
tional Bank of Birminiiham. 
Its presi- 
dent. W. P, G. Harding, noM- a inembci 
of the federal reserve board, came to 
the Louisville and Nashville, and asked 
it to join 
with 
other 
interests—rail- 
roads and banks, I suppose 
in buyijiji 
up 
state 
warrants, 
there 
being no 
money in the state treasury 
to pa} 
them at the time." 


President 
Smith 
jiistiiied his course 
as follows: 
"\Miv shouldn't the Louis- 
ville and Nashville help the staie of 
Alabama? 
We have millions 
invested 
in the state and we are more interested 
in its prosperity than anybody else e.x- 
cept 
perhaps 
the people 
themselves 
Isn't it fit, proper, vnd natural, 
that 
xve 
-Id tr^' to aid it to be pros- 
perous ?" 


"It is an exceedingly difficult mattci, ' 
Smith continued, "to protect the 
property of a 
large 
corporation 
in 
states from confiscation by the people.'' 
"By what people?" a.sked Mr. Folk, 
coun.-ellor for the comnii.ssion. 
. "By the people of those states,'' re- 
plied Mr. Smith, "acting through their 
law-making bodies. 
You know all men 
are free and equal, but we could not 
2et along without our plutocrats. Un- 
der onr form of government" it is per- 
missible to do ani-thing necessary to 
get 
another 
man's 
propprty 
provided 
you can keep out of jail. 
All legisla- 
tive 
bodies are a men^pe; in action, 
thev arc a calamity. 
TheA* are manv

tions in Stockholm, 
Copenhagen 
and 
Chriatiania.

string whicli 
dangles below the coat of arms of the 
United States is out alike t o Russian, 
to German, to Frenchman, 'Englishman 
—to all who come for aid or advice. It 
is not possible always to do just M-hat 
is wanted, but each visitor is given a 
sympathetic hearing and if there is anj' 
way iii which the good offices of the 
United States or its diplomatic repre- 
sentatives can be employed, this help is 
cheerfully given. 


n i e American legations are the com- 


mon meeting ground of the ministers 
from the warring powers—not necessar- 
ily a t the same time—but it is seldom a 
day 
passes 
that 
some 
communication 
has not been had with all of them. The 
work of the legations increases 
daily 
and problems that are strange to the 
ordinary 
channels of diplomacy con- 
stantly are demanding 
consideration. 
Often the situation is somewhat deli- 
cate and the American ministers have 
had to move a t times with all the war- 
iness 
that 
diplomacy 
commands. 


Commercial 
questions 
which 
involve 
the 
relations 
sometimes of three or 
four nations have to be met, while at 
all times there is the duty of safe- 


guarding as far as possible the trade of 
the United States. 
There are constant 
appeals t o be made for the release of 
American merchandise or for license for 
American 
goods 
to 
pass 
over and 
through territory where the products of 
other nations may be forbidden. 
Often 
the questions involved are difficult and 
vexatious, but so far as can be judged 
the American envoys have carried out 
their duties and instructions in such 
manner as to cause a minimum of fric- 
tion. 


Here in Stockholm the American min- 
ister, Ira Nelson 
Morris, has almost 
what might be termed personal charge 
of the enormous 
trade 
between 
tlie 


United States and Russia. 
This has to 
do with practically all commodities ex- 
cept munitions of war. Sweden is tha 
winter highwa}' to Russia. 
But Eng- 
land, which controls the sea, and Swe- 
den, which controls the highway, ar») 
not on the best commercial terms, so 
nothing can pass through 
Sweden to 
Russia without the agreement of theso 
two powers. 
Licenses must be obtained 
in every instance and these can only be

American legation.

^ The executive board of the Federation of Labor, representa- 
ptives ôf the carmen's ùiiion and officials of the Fort "Wayne and 
Northern Indiana Traction company, at the conclusion of a pro- 
^acted conference Thursday evening, signed a >formaI agreement 
definitely ends the city street railway strike inaugurated in 
/jthiâ city last September. Under its terms some fifty of the old car- 
j^en are to be re-employed by June 6, and practically all others who 
ijiesire to return as later vacancies occur. The commoi^ agreement 
provides that the transaction is without préjudice on either side of 
lithe controversy; that disputes are to be forgotten and the amic- 
able relations are to be resumed precisely as they obtained before 
¡the differences arose. 


No good purpose will be served at this time by an analysis of 
¡^he net results of the dispute. It will be cheerfully agreed that it 
was unfortunate, and that it entailed heavy loss of one sort or an- 
other both to the company and to its former employes. The happy 
feature is that the strike is officially ended, and that peace has ar- 
rived, with the prospect that it will^ be an enduring one. There is 
ample cause here for common congratulation to both the company 
and its old employes, many of whom are veterans in the street rail- 
way service in Fort Wayne. The city, too, 'owes a distinct debt of 
gratitude to those citizens outside the ranks of the carmen and the 
traction employes who have given of their effort to the successful 
settlement of the long-standing differences. Happily such disagree- 
ments are infrequent in Fort Wayne, 
Now that this one is over, 
let past animosities be quickly forgotten and all pull together once 
more. 


The meeting of the Real Estate exchange at the Commercial 
club this evening, to wjiich the general public has also been invited, 
is not only highly important, but it is brought about by a situation 
that is ratlier unique and highly gratifying. Briefly, the industrial 
expansion of Fort Wayne which is absolutely certain within the next 
few months is certain to create a housing problem that will tax the 
city's resources to accommodate its new citizens. Some definite de- 
tails of this situation are to be presented by Charles B. Fitch and 
Fred S. Hunting. Real estate men realize as do no others that Fort 
.Wayne must expand rapidly, that hundreds of new homes will be 
jiseded and that a tremendous building campaign is necessary. They 
will address themselves earnestly to the task, but there is ample op- 
portunity for the widest and fullest co-operation of the public in 
helping greater Fort Wayne become still greater. 


South Bend is preparing to give a thorough trial to a rather 
novel idea that on its face has much to commend it . It will select 
a business manager for its public schools in the hope of securing a 
more systematic and more economical expenditure of the city's 
school funds. The business manager is to have charge of all business 
transactions for the schools, purchase of supplies, conduct of lunch 
rooms and be responsible for the custodians of the various buildings. 
There is apparently an excellent opportunity for good service in a 
position of this character, and South Bend's experience will "be 
watched with uncommon interest by other cities of the state. 


The North Amercan Gymnastic union, embracing many thou- 
sands of American citizens of German birth and German descent, 
is eminently correct in its refusal to participate in any proposal to 
weld its membership into a poltical power. The voting privilege is 
a matter of individual citizenship alone, and the absolute freedom 
of each voter to exercise that right as seems to him best must always 
'be guaranteed. 


The repeated parleys by General Scott and General Obregon 
at the border in the effort to compose a plan of co-operation in Mex- 
ico have come to naught, and we're right back where we started.

Here Comes Some Light on 
Those Danish West 
Indies. 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—^In con- 
nection with the news that the United 
States and Denmark are reported to be 
approaching an agreement on~ terms for 
the purchase of the Danish West In- 
dies, the National Geographic society, 
from its Washington headquarters, has 
issued the following" bulletin: " 


"If the United States and Itenmark 
strike a bargain and the three islands 
which comprise the Danish West Indies 
are transferred to the former, the sale 
will mark the culmination of a bit of 
bartering 
which 
began 
nearly 
fifty 
years ago, when the American govern- 
ment offered 
$7,500,000 for the 138 
square miles of territory in the An- 
tilles, a sum exceeding the price paid, 
to Russia in the same year (1867) for 
the vast, rich territory of Alaska, com- 
prising an area more than four thou- 
sand times as large. 
The sale was not 
consummated, 
because 
the 
United 
States senate failed to ratify the treaty. 
Fourteen years ago 
ficgotiatiohs 
were 
renewed and a price of $5,000,000 was 
agreod upon, but this time tlie Danisn 
parliament refused to sanction the sale, 
although the islands had been governed 
at a loss to the mother country for 
many years, in fact ever since slavery 
was abolished in 1848, thereby putting 
an end to the profitable operation of 
the sugar plantations. 


"These three islands of 
the virgin 


group—St. Croix, St. Thomas and St. 
John, in the order of their size and pop- 
ulation—were discovered by Columbus 
in 1493. Spanish, British, French, Dutcn 
and Danish flags have floated over one 
or all of the islands at various times. 
St. .Croix, lying 65-miles southeast of 
Porto Rico, has an area of 84 square 
miles, and is the most prosperous of 
the group, with its two towns of Chris- 
tianstad and Frederikstad. 
It was held 
at one time by the Knights of Malta, 
having been given to that famous order 
by Louis XIV' of France. 


"St. Thomas, which lies only 40 miles 
east of Porto Rica, was at one time 
the chief distributing center of West 
Indian trade, ita importance being di- 
rectly attributable to the fact that the 
mother coimtry, Denmark, maintained 
its 
neutrality 
during 
the 
numerous 
European, wars of the eighteen 
cen- 
tury. 
The temporary occupation of the 
island by the British 
during several 
periods t)f the Napoleonic wars added 
Kirther to the importance of the chief 
port, Charlotte Amalie, where merchant 
vessels rnde at anchdr in the magnifi- 
cent land-locked harbor while waiting 
for convoys to protect them on the voy- 
age across the Atlantic. 
This town, 
with a population of less than 10,000, 
•mainly negroes, is still an 
important 
coaling station for steamers in the We 
Indian trade. 
With a depth 'of from ? 
to 36 feet of wftter, the roadstead cnn 
accommodate the largest merchant Flii;. 
wliich sail these sea.«!. The export and 
import trade has become negligible since 
the rapid dccline of the sugar industry 
whifh the Dani-'^h govei'nment lia.s tripd 
in vain to revive bj'- granting annual 
subsidies. 


"St. .Tohn, 
least 
important of the 
islands, l.ving four miles to the east of 
St. Thomas, has an area of 21 square 
miles. 
It is scarcely more than a ton- 
mile mountain ridge with but one di.«- 
tingiii.'^hing feature. Coral hav. the best 
harbor" of refuge iu the Antilles, Crux- 


bay, a village of one thousand inhabi- 
tants on the northern 
shore, is the 
center of population. 


"While Danish is the official language 
of the islands, English is quite gener- 
ally spoken. Tlie monotony of existence 
is not infrequently broken by earth- 
quakes and hurricanes. 


"If 
Denmark decides to part 
with 
these islands there will remain to her 
only two colonial 
possessions—Green- 
land and Iceland, which have an aggre- 
gate area more than five times as large 
as the mother country, but with only 
one-twenty-seventh the population. The 
1.38 square miles of 'Denmark's West 
Indian territory suftain nearly 
three 
times, as many people as the 46,740 
square miles of fJrecnland."

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SAYS WAR HAS StIMULATED TRADE PROM 
THÉ PmUPPINES.

HON. NEWlTON W. GILBERT. 


During his 
brief 'stay 
in 
the city 
Thursday, friends 6£ Hon. Newton W. 
Grilbeifi, en route eastward from Ma- 
nila, was greeted 
by 
a multitude of 
friends who plied him with questions 
about the Philippines, China, Japan and 
i other topics of world-wide interest. 
In 
i speaking of the effects of the war on 
Philippine trade, he said: 


"I think on the whole the war has 
had a stimulating effect on trade from 
the islands, but the trouble has been tu 
secure ships to move our exports. 
The 
wharves were packed with ¡goods ready 
for shipment when I left. I came over 
on the Empress of Asia, a ship flying 
the British flag, which has recently been 
withdrawn from the naval service of 
Great Britain and disarmed and restored 
to the, merchant marine service. 
Two 
• other ships belonging to the same com- 
pany have also been returned to the 
merchant marine service and some of 
the goods awaiting shipment may no\i 
be handled with more facility. But aft- 
er the passage of the shipping law all 
American shipping was transferred to 
other flags and the entire over-sea traffic 
went to Japanese vessels. Japan having 
been given a monopoly of the Pacific 
océan shipping, proceeded to raise the 
• rates until now it costs $65 a ton to 
ship freight from New York to Manila. 
The former price to private 
shippers 
was $9, but the government under con- i 
tract, paid only $7 a ton. 
The remark- 
able action of congress in handing over 
to Japan—mucli to Japan's surprise—^the 
entire traflic of the Pacific ocean, has 
had the effect of aiding Japan, at the 
expense 
of 
American 
manufacturers, 
who- had built up trade in the Philip- 
pines'and at the expense of the Ameri- 
can shipping interests. 
There is good 
reason to believe that Japan never ex- 
pected the Americans to adopt a course 
so much to their disadvantage and so 
much to the advantage of the trade of 
Japan. 
A Japanese manufacturer re- 
ma-rked to a friend of mine recently 
that in her fondest dreams no expecta- 
tion wa« 
ever 
entertained tha.t the 
Americans would give the .Japanese so 
much of an advantage .in China.- Now 
the Chinese are exceedingly friendly to 
America and want us to 
trade 
with 
them. 
We were building up a fine trade 
in China before the war. 
The Chinese 
are exceedingly antagonistic to Japan, 
which is trying to obtain control of as 
much as possible of China. 
The Japan- 
ese are exceedingly ambitious and have 
shown great capacity for power. 
China 
was looking to America for help against 
Japanese aggression, but the American 
administration has practically informed 
the Chinese that in spite of the policy 
agreed upon through Secretary Hay of 
the open door, China cannot look to ns 
for. assistance or protection against its 
aggressive neighbor. 
Japan now con- 
trols the southern section of Manchuria 
as well as if she owned it. Russia con- 
trols the northern section and unless 
the war ends and European diplomacy 
interferes successfully, .Japan will add 
to her footholds in helepless China. 
It 
was our greatest opportunity to develop 


trade in the most 
thickly 
populated 
country on earth, but we are letting it 
slip by in favor of Japan. It is hard to 
believe that any American administra- 
tion would permit the situation to con- 
tinue." 


"Does Japan look forward to posses- 
sion of the Philippines?" was asked. 


"I do not think so," said Governor 
Gilbert. 
"I sincerely believe that Japan 
has no intention of trying to dispossess 
the United States of the 
Philippines. 
But if the United States should ever 
announce that it had 
abandoned 
the 
Philippines 
to 
the 
Philippine 
people, 
Japan would take 
them over 
in six 
months. 
Japan knows 
the 
American 
people do not covet more territory aijd 
trusts our well known American policy 
of the open door, -but Japan has no in- 
tention whatever of allowing any Eu- 
ropean power to get possp.ssfon of the 
Philippines. 
Many of the best people 
of the islands do not want independ- 
ence of the United States for that rea- 
son. 
They are afraid not only of .Jap- 
anese expansion to cover their i.slands, 
but also of the rule of 
local 
leaders. 
They remember the former record of 
savage treatment of political opponents, 
of men buried alive, of mutilated bodies, 
of outrages upon women, of official rob- 
bery and oppression of 
the churches. 
The priests and the Protestant clergj' 
are 
unitedly 
for 
continued 
American 
rule Ijecause they know it means reli- 
gious liberty and safety of their prop-" 
erty. 
The best interest of the Filipinos 
is to educate them for self-government 
under the American flag and wlien they 
I each the stage where they can govern 
themselves they will have'all the self- 
government they want. Under American 
protection they are developing fast, their 
exports are growing, or were prior to 
the war and the new shipping law, and 
peace and good order prevailed. 
Tiie 
people are growing greater quantities of 
hemp, copra and sugar than ever before 
and have been learning how to raise 
products and prepare them for market 
in a more profitable way. 
Machinery is 
'doing what untrained hands were doing 
before. 
Their development 
is costing 
the American people nothing. 
The Phil- 
ippine taxes pay the entire expenses of 
the 
Philippine 
administration 
of 
all 
kinds. 
The only expenses to America 
in the Philippines come from keeping a 
small number of United States troops 
there, but it is necessary to have troops 
near to protect American interests in 
China and elsewhere. 
The government 
has spent millions of dollars, of course, 
in building fortifications and improving 
harbors and shipping facilities, but alV 
that had to be borne even as a protec- 
tion of Hawaii. 
The Philippines are the 
open door to Chinese trade which we 
were developing fast until legislation of 
astounding character changed the situa- 
tion." 


Governor Gilbert says he is glad to bo 
back in Indiana and America." 
"I have 
traveled over most of the far eastern 
worid," he said, "but, I have yet to .see 
any land that beams with opportunities, 
contented 
people 
and 
prosperity 
like 
good old U. S. A."

In Cordoba the mayor as8eml>led work- 
men and their families to the number 
of 10,000 in thft bull ring, and gave to 
each a ration of food.

The s ^ c i t y of foodfituffs and 
other articles ¿ftiinot easily be relieved 
by imports from abroad, owing to the 
rise in freight rates. 


The fanners and especially the wine- 
growers, are in need of sulphat® of cop- 
per for their crops.

LESSON TBXT-^^ctM U:1M1

a light of the QaáWaa, thftt fbou ahoulteat 
be for salvation unto tha uttermost part 
of the earth.—Acta lt:47. 


In the UBfolding and eyer-wldeBlnc 
of tbe prográm of power we are again 
coûfronted with a crucial event. 
It 
is BUggeative that at this time Paul, 
whose natte has jurt been changed 
from Sauii, now assoaies his place of 
leadership, succfedlittg Barnizas. Per- 
go, the capital of Fam]>hylia> was on 
the southern coast of Asia Minor, and 
Antioeh, the capital of Pisidia (south- 
em oalátiá) was 90 iiiles north. Paul 
is now in full conti^ol and no other 
man save our Lord has so deeply im- 
pressed human histofK 


I. Paul's Opening (rv. 13»ll). We 
are not told why John Mark returned 
to Jerusalem. He may have objected , 
to the changéd leadership; there may ! 
have been sickness involved; as a Jew ; 
he may have objected to Paid's ac- ' 
tions. His subsequent missionary zeal I 
restored him to Paul's favor (II. Tim. ' 
4:11). Departing from Perga (v. 14), 
perhaps on account of an attack of 
fever (Oal. 4:18, 14), the party ascend- 
ed to thé highér altitude of the Impor- 
tant city of Antioch, the site of v/hich 
is now marked by extensive and Im- ' 
presaive ruins. After finding todgings ¡ 
they repaired to ike synagôlu» on the 
Sabbath day. 
Mere they coûïd tìieet 
the people and would be given Oppor- 
jtunity to speak of Jssus. 
Paul put 
himself in the way of opportunity and 
lüpportunity to beckoned to him. They 
;did not demand this privilege because 
they were Christian workers. 
Their 
participation in the service and other 
actions commended them to the re- 
spect of the leaders df the synagogue, 
which was the great democratic forum 
of the Jewish nation. 


Hi Paul's Sermon (w. IMI). Paul 
began his remarks, even as Peter did 
at Pentecost, by quoting the OU Tes- 
tament and referring to Jewilh his- 
tpry, using the same to lead up to his 
testimony about Jesus. (Matt. 6:17.) 
"It is ours to show wherein Christ ful- 
fllied the law, the obligation resting 
upon us by reasop of his covenant of 
grace, and the .blessings which issue 
,therefrom." This is êué of Paul's three 
recorded missionary serinons (sed also 
¡Acts 14:15-18;; 17:22-31). 
The last 
two were to Gentiles only. This is a 
Scriptural discourse. 
(1) Messiah's 
people and ancestry (17-23); (2) Mes- 
Ëiah's forerunner (24, 25); Messiah 
rejected (26=29); (4) Messiah risen 
from the dead (30-S7); (5) Jesus the 
Justiffér (38-39); (6) the application, 
a word of warning (40, 41). 
There 
must have been sòme evidence of re^- 
lessness in his audience, hence his 
sharp warning (41). 


III. PiUr« Decisión (W.4S47). After 
the separatión of Jews frott Greek 
proselytes the latter besought Paul 
to continue his teltimony liters^ily "the 
Sabbath bétwétë," perhaps át t&e mid- 
week meetings. Questions and discus- 
sions were the order in the breaklag 
up of the synagogue service, and as 
Paul and his company departed they 
were accompanied by some wlio had 
believed (v. 43). Knowing the testing 
which would follòw, Paul and Bàrùa- 
bas did personal work with these, ex- 
horting to steadfastness (John 8: 81, 
32; Col. 1:23) in the grace of God 
(v. 38, 39; Rom. 3:24; Eph. 2:1). It is 
only in grace that any are able to 
"continue" (Rom. 5:2; Gal. 5:1, 4). 
It is personal work whioh fatken a 
crowd and such was the fl&ethoá of 
Paul and Barnabas during the Inter- 
vening week. So Irell W&s tha #»rk 
done and so great was thS j^oWw 
their testimony that "almost the whole 
city" gathered the next Sabbath to 
"hear the Word of God." Suck evident 
interest in this new teaching aroused 
the Jealousy of the JeWs. Years of 
Jewish proselyting had never secured 
Such a result as this one address of a 
doubtful stranger produced.^ But back 
bf this jealousy was the greater Sin of 
unbelief. To hear the Word of God 
(II Titus 4:2; I Thess. 2:13) does not 
necessarily produce obedience and 
faith (Ltike° 8:6^7) ; not always the 
greatest number 6f hearers will pro- 
duce the greatest number of conver- 
sions. To interrupt a speaker is not 
unknown in synagOinieS today, l^he 
opponents 
"contradicted 
and 
blas- 
phemed," doubtless contending that 
all whò hang on a tree are accursed 
(Gal. 3:18) and they produced a wild 
tefiipest Of vóicés and canfusion. Only 
to attack and to destroy the work of 
Paul and Barnabas coul4 save these 
Jewish leaders. Human nature is the 
same everywhere. 


Paul and darnabas thrivéd upon op- 
position. We beliive they foresaw this 
development and were {Prepared for 
thè eînéirgèhcy (v. 46). 
Because el 
long training the Jews were best fit- 
ted to receive thé Gospel. It was no 
accident that the first apostles were 
Jews, but it is serious business to re- 
ject the Christ, ahd the histoid ot the 
Jéwish nation since rejecting Jesus 
has been writteh ih blood and tears. 
Paurs "Lo we turn*' (v. 46) iaarkéd 
the Rubicon of spiritual history. Chris- 
tianity is to become world wide» not 
by nieans of th« Jews, ibut ia spite of 
theu.

Although much of the activity is un- 
seeik by the people in general, because 
the work is of such a nature that it 
will not manifest itself until the cele- 
bration "breaks 
loose," enough is al- 
ready done in the open to show the 
greatness of, at least, two of the big 
features of the week—the historic pag- 
eant and the Industrial exposition. 


The pageant 
grounds, 
at 
Reservoir 
park, are undergoing a transformation 
which will surprise the people who., first 
gaze upon it in its finished state.

week, with tlie removal of the obstruct- 
ing trees, 
the 
seating 
contractor is 
erecting the vast area of amphitheatei 
to siccommodate the great throng of 14,-

all in place, covering the entire spaco 
between the lake and the top of the 
reservoir, and when the side walls of 
canvas and the dressing tents are all in 
plaee, the work is only well under way.

and flood lights, play upon the scenes 
with magic, effect. 


Upon this stage will be erected scen- 
ery larger and more elaborate than could 
be handled in any building. 
So skill- 
fully Mill the changes be operated that 
the audience will marvel at the trans- 
formation wrought by those who are 
entrusted with this important part of 
the work. 


The cast 
itself—more 
than eleven 
hundred people, more than the entire 
population of Port Wayne in 1835—is a 
wonderful thing to contemplate. 
At no 
time will more than six hundred people 
appear ^on the spene at the same time, 
but this larger number will play in all 
of the six great scenes. 


Turning one's attention from the pag- 
eant to the exposition, the wonderment 
comes from a different source. 
Here is 
being erected 
mile and a half of ex- 
hibition booths, a great exposition, in- 
deed, of Fort Wayne's various industries 
and commercial interests. 
Already the 
work on the booths is well under wa^ 
and the place is experiencing a trans- 
formation. 
In addition to the commer- 
cial, educational and municipal exhibit.s. 
the vast crowds will be entertained by 
a series of the 
highest 
paid outdoor 
amusements to be secured by the Cen 
teniiial association. 


There arc many other sides to the 
Centeninal celebration. 
The part Avhich 
the women are taking in arranging .1 
great exhibit and the conduct of a rest 
room, in the old liigh school building, 
is an undertaking of large 'proportions. 
The floral automobile parade, in charge 
of the ladies, which will not have been 
excelled by anything of its kind in the 
middle west, is a feature of magnitude.

Oyster Bay, L, I., May 12.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt has formally entered the 
race for the presidential nomination of 
the republican and progressive parties at 
the conventions in Chicago. 
In a letter 
addressed to Guy Emerson, secretary of 
the 
Eoosevelt 
Non-Partisan 
League, 
which was organized to try to obtain his 
nomination by a reunited jiarty. Col. 
Roosevelt states that he "approves" of 
what tlie league is doing. 


Ends Compromise Talk. 
The Roosevelt letter places 
an 
en- 
tirely new 
complexion 
upon 
the po- 
litical situation and has put aside the 
reports that the colonel, was ready to 
work for the nomination of this or that 
candidate. 
One sentence was considered 
cspccially significant, as it was generally 
believed to refer to 
Justice 
Hughes, 
v/hom, according to many inspired sto- 
ries, Roosevelt and the progressive party 
were ready 
to accept. 
The 
sentence 
reads: 
"I" do not have to 
improvise 
my convictions on cither -Americanism 
or preparedness.'' 


'•As you know,", said Col. Roosevelt in 
his letter, ''I have refused to endorse the 
use of my name in the primaries or in 
any way to enter into any 
factional 
contest which has for 
its object 
my 
nomination in. Chicago in June. 
You 
also know 
that I have 
emphatically 
stated that it would be unwise to nom- 
inate me unless Avith the full under- 
standing that such nomination 
means 
the hearty endorsement of the princi- 
ples for which I stand—the principles 
set forth in the Chicago speech delivered 
April 29 to which you refer." 


Further on in his letter Mr. Roose- 
velt said: 
''Your league emphasizes its 
devotion to those principles and sup- 
ports me only as representing these prin 
ciples. 
This ia emphatically the proper 
attitude to take; and because this is 
your attitude and bccause you arc work- 
ing in this spirit, I very earnestly ap- 
prove j-our work. 
The safety of this 
country depends upon our 
immediate, 
serious and 
vigorous effort to 
square 
our words with our deeds and secure oxu' 
own national rehabilitation. 
The slum- 
bering patriotism of our people 
must 
be awakened and translated into con- 
crete and efficient action. 


"The awakening must be to a sense of 
national and international duty and re- 
sponsibility." •

But what about the t>oor, what about 
those afflicted with loathsome diseMes, 
where you ere iq constant danger of in- 
fection t 
Where if your duty with the 


patient? Will you bear Avith them, Avill 
you teach them by your example, pa- 
tience, SAveetness of temper, purity and 
unselfishness? 
Will you remember that 
these, the poorest of poor are entrusted 
to your care and that it is your sacred 
duty to lielp them in all matters, as 
far as lies in j'our poAver? 
Will you 
recognize the demand of diity for mercy 
and forbearance Avith a patient Avho lets 
no opportunity pass to Avon-y and abuse 
you? 
Remember "Sweet mercy is no- 
bility's true badge." 
Every true nurse, 
Avith duty's high demands ahvays be- 
fore her, truly calls out: 
"0 brother, fainting on your road! 
Poor sister, Avhom the righteous shun, 
There comes for 
you, ere life and 


strength be done, 
An arm fo bear your load." 
It is the nurse, Avho sees her duty 
and meets its squarely, not fot gain, 
not for glory,- 
but to discharge her 
trust. "Inasmuch as ye did it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
did it unto Me." 
Some years ago 
noticed a certaiy nurse carry three trays 
to a patient's room. Each tray held a 
dUTerently arranged supper. 
Each sup- 
per Avas in turn found faulty by the 
patient and refused. 
Finally the pa- 
tient demanded some poached eggs. The 
nurse, unruffled by lier patient's con- 
duct, brought the eggs. 
They Avere 
properly served, but the patient found 
fault and refused to eat them, because 
she said the yolks Avere not of a color 
she fancied! 
I must confess that my 
patience Avas absolutely, exhausted and, 
notwithstanding the faithful 
nurse's 
protest, I explained in no uncertain 
terms 
to 
my 
patient 
certain

grounded suspicions of the presence of 
a streak of yellow in her makeup, which 
color Avas perhaps not so pronounced m 
th¿ egg. 


True sympathy, well directed, is 
pleasant duty exercised daily by the 
real nurse. 
It ovej-comes 
evil 
and 
strengthens good. It disarms resistance, 
melts the hardest heart, and develops 
the better part of human nature. 
Of 
course, the tearful variety, Avhich ex- 
hausts itself 
in loud 
demonstrations 
und maudlin sentiment is entirely for- 
eign to the nurse. The counterfeit sym- 
pathy expressed in bouquets of tloAvers 
sent to sensational murderers has no 
standing Avith any right-minded indi- 
vidual, least of all the nurse. 
A kind 
look, or a kind AVOTCT will help many a 
poor suflferer to bear his pain Avith forti 
tude, Avill make little Johnnie take his 
castor oil Avhen coercion 
fails. 
Anj 
good woman's sympathy, but especially 
a true nurse's sympathy for the pain 
and suffering of her patient, makes sick- 
ness and anguish lighter and encourages 
the patient. 
"It is the secret sympathy, 
The silver link, the sliken tie, 
Which heart to heart and mind to 
mind, , 


In body and in soul can bind." 
lEndurance is so Avell recognized as K 
duty of the nurse, that most people fail 
to take into account the physical limits 
of this duty. 
They do not remcinber 
that even a nurse must sleep and eui 
and I have, some resti 
They forget thitt 
the nurse is liuman. Johnny and VVillie 
Avhile snoAV-balling passersby agree n'c 
to throAv a snoAvball at a AA'oman. Whe- 
however, Willie does hit a Avoman righ!. 
between the shoulders and is held to 
account for his act, he calmly remarks, 
"That's not a Avoman, that's my nurse." 
But it is not the physical endurance, 
it,is the endurance shoAvn in the facc 
of. defeat which wo must practice and 
cultivate.
